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Medical  Officer’s  Report

The  Municipal  Borough  comprises  3,137  acres,  including  1,680 
acres  of  agricultural  land,  and  at  the  last  Census  in  1911  the

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  that  time  was  6,401  with 
an  average  number  of  4 ‘14  persons  per  house. 

It  is  not  possible  to  give  the  present  population  of  the  different 
Wards  of  the  Borough  until  the  Census  has  again  been  taken. 

The  revised  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  Borough  as 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  is  27,099;  demobilization  having 
now  reached  the  stage  at  which  the  distinction  between  “  birth¬ 
rate  population  ”  and  “death-rate  population”  may  be  discon¬ 
tinued. 

The  Borough  has  an  abundant  supply  of  excellent  water,  is 
for  the  most  part  well-sewered,  the  sewage  being  dealt  with  along 
with  that  of  Dukinfield  at  Outfall  Works  situated  at  Bradley 
Hurst  in  the  township  of  Dukinfield,  and  its  industries  comprise 
cotton  spinning  and  manufacturing,  calico-printing  and  bleach 
works,  engineering  works,  woollen  mills  and  other  minor  industries, 
and  it  offers  splendid  opportunities  for  the  introduction  of  new 
as  well  as  for  the  extension  of  present  industries. 

Births,  Deaths  and  Disease  Incidence  in  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  there  were  573  births — a  marked  increase  upon 
428  in  1919,  404  in  1918  and  365  in  1917.  Of  the  births  540 
were  legitimate  and  33  illegitimate. 
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The  birth-rate  for  the  year  works  out  as  21-15  as  against 
15-76  in  1919  and  15-84  in  1918.  This  rate  is  still  too  low,  for 
in  the  148  Smaller  Towns  (Census  Populations  20,000 — 50,000) 
the  birth-rate  averaged  24  9.  and  throughout  England  and  Wales 
was  25-4  for  the  year  1920.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  there  will 
be  a  steady  and  continued  rise  in  the  birth-rate  during  the  next 
few  years. 

The  deaths  during  the  year  numbered  381  as  against  471  in 
1919  and  477  in  1918.  The  high  figures  in  the  years  1919  and 
1918  were  largely  due  to  the  prevalence  of  Influenza  and  of 
Pneumonia,  no  less  than  101  occurring  from  these  diseases  in  1919 
and  106  in  1918. 

The  death-rate  for  the  year  works  out  as  14-06  as  against 
i8’o  in  1919  and  20-5  in  1918.  The  death-rate  in  the  148  Smaller 
Towns  for  the  year  1920  was  11-3  and  throughout  England  and 
Wales  was  12-4.  The  death-rate  is  the  lowest  annual  rate  ever 
recorded  in  the  Borough.

The  Deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  67, 
an  increase  upon  the  numbers  for  the  previous  four  years  but  10 
less  than  the  average — 77 — for  the  previous  ten  years. 


Owing,  however,  to  the  rise  in  the  number  of  births  during 


the  year  the  infantile  mortality  rate  was  117,  as  against  an  average 

of  148  for  the  previous  ten  years.

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  continued  improvement  in 
the  infantile  mortality,  though  it  is  very  far  from  satisfactory, 
the  rate  for  the  year  in  the  148  Smaller  Towns  averaging  80. 


The  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Centre  under  the  control 
of  the  County  Council  is  no  doubt  doing  much  good  and  useful 
work  with  Dr.  McCarthy’s  continued  efforts  and  advice,  and  in 
connexion  with  the  Centre  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic  has  also  been 
doing  useful  service.

There  were  8  deaths  from  MEASLES,  6  being  of  Infants 
under  one  year  of  age.  This  disease  is  not  now  compulsorily 
notifiable.  It  did  not  assume  an  epidemic  character. 

SCARLET  FEVER  was  more  or  less  prevalent  throughout 
the  year — 13  cases  being  notified  during  the  first  quarter,  13 
during  the  second  quarter,  12  during  the  third  quarter,  and  47 
during  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year.  Three  cases  were  removed 
to  the  Borough  Hospital,  Ashton-under-Lyne. 

The  disease  was  generally  of  a  mild  type  and  no  death 
resulted  from  it.  Undoubtedly  it  was  owing  to  the  mild  type 
of  the  disease  that  it  continued  to  crop  up,  for  many  of  the  cases 
exhibited  no  distinctive  signs  or  symptoms  and  often  no  medical 
advice  was  sought  until  slight  desquamation  ensued  and  made 
evident  the  nature  of  the  case.  Moreover,  under  such  circum¬ 
stances  there  is  much  greater  difficulty  in  controlling  its  spread. 

Only  two  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified  with  one 
death  therefrom. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  caused  3  deaths  only,  all  of  which 
were  under  one  year  of  age. 

Four  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  two  cases  of  Membranous  Croup 
were  notified,  none  of  which  proved  fatal.  Antitoxin  is  supplied 
to  medical  practitioners  free  of  charge  for  use  in  necessitous  cases 
within  the  Borough. 

Two  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year, 
and  one  death  occurred. 

Though  the  midwives  are  no  longer  under  my  supervision 
every  facility  is,  nevertheless,  afforded  them  of  having  any  infected 
clothing,  etc.,  effectively  dealt  with  at  the  town’s  Disinfecting 
Station  whenever  requisite. 
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Eight  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified  during 
the  year. 

Twenty-one  cases  of  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  and  six  cases 
of  recurrent  attacks  of  Malaria  were  notified. 

Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation 

Unfortunately  we  are  still  without  Isolation  Hospital  accom¬ 
modation  for  Infectious  Diseases  other  than  Small  Pox. 

For  Small  Pox  we  are  sufficiently  provided,  along  with  the 
neighbouring  Authorities  of  Ashton-under-Lyne,  Hurst,  Limehurst 
and  Audenshaw,  at  Hartshead. 

The  site  at  Hartshead  belonging  to  the  Joint  Small  Pox 
Hospital  Board  is  an  extensive  one,  comprising  several  plots  and 
measuring  in  all  some  40  acres,  and  only  a  small  portion  of  it  is 
occupied  by  the  Small  Pox  Hospital  with  its  administrative  block 
and  outbuildings,  and  here,  I  maintain,  is  ample  scope  for  the 
erection  of  other  blocks,  in  which  provision  should  be  made  for 
other  Infectious  Diseases,  notably  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  and 
Typhoid  Fever. 

It  has  frequently  been  a  matter  of  regret  and  anxiety  to  me, 
when  such  cases  have  occurred  in  dwellings  where  anything 
approaching  isolation  was  altogether  unattainable,  or  where  it  was 
impossible  to  check  the  popping  in  and  out  of  inquisitive  neighbours, 
that  we  were  unable  to  have  the  patient  removed  to  a  hospital  both 
for  the  benefit  of  the  sufferer  and  for  the  protection  of  the  public. 

The  Ashton-under-Lyne  Public  Health  Authority  for  many 
years  past  have  very  kindly  allowed  us  to  send  cases  of  Typhoid 
Fever  or  of  Scarlet  Fever  into  their  Borough  Hospital  for  Infec¬ 
tious  Diseases  whenever  they  have  had  accommodation  available, 
but  at  times — and  often  this  occurs  when  our  need  is  the  more 
urgent — there  is  no  available  accommodation  and  the  patients  have 
had  to  be  retained  at  home  under  very  disadvantageous  conditions. 

Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  46  persons  have  been  notified  as  suffering 
from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  of  whom  20  were  males  and  26 
females  ;  while  2  males  and  3  females  have  been  notified  as 
suffering  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.

From  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  there  were  3  deaths. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  notification  of  a  patient  resident  at  the 
time  in  the  Borough,  the  patient  is  visited  and  enquiries  are  made 
as  to  the  patient’s  habits  and  occupation,  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  premises,  the  number  of  inmates,  and  the  possibility  or 
impossibility  of  the  patient’s  isolation  in  separate  bed  and  bed¬ 
room  A  leaflet  of  instructions  is  left  for  the  observance  of  the 
patient  and  the  others  in  the  home,  and  periodical  disinfection 
of  the  premises  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  is  also  advised. 

Each  week  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  furnished  by  me  with  a 
return  of  any  deaths  registered  as  due  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
so  that  he  may  visit  and  ask  permission  to  disinfect  the  bedding 
and  premises  used  by  the  sufferer,  and  as  a  rule  the  friends  are 
most  willing  to  allow  these  precautions  to  be  taken. 

Respiratory  Diseases. 

This  group  of  diseases,  including  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia, 
Pleurisy  and  other  Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs,  is 
always  prominent  amongst  our  death  returns,  being  mainly  de¬ 
pendent  upon  the  variable  climatic  conditions  which  prevail  in

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

Early  in  the  year  the  one  common  Lodging-house  in  the  town 
was  vacated  and  the  premises  taken  over  and  adapted  for  a 
“  Motor-Cycle  Works,”  so  that  there  is  not  now  any  registered 
common  lodging-house  in  the  Borough. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

These  Acts  are  administered  by  the  Watch  Committee,  and 
I  must  refer  you  to  the  Chief  Constable’s  Report  for  any  particulars 
regarding  the  same. 

Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children. 

This  important  branch  of  Public  Health  work  is  under  the 
control  of  Dr:  McCarthy,  the  School  Medical  Officer,  who  issues 
a  special  report  dealing  with  the  Schools  and  the  health  and  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  children.  We  confer  upon  School  matters  especially 
when  there  is  any  threatened  epidemic  of  infectious  disease. 

Housing. 

Only  two  new  dwellings  were  erected  during  the  year,  and  as 
it  is  several  years  prior  to  that  since  any  new  dwellings  were 
erected,  whilst  many  of  the  old  dwellings  have  for  one  reason  or 
another  become  “unfit  for  habitation,’'  the  Borough  is  still  in 
urgent  need  of  better  and  more  commodious  houses  for  the  work¬ 
ing  classes.  Moreover,  until  this  scarcity  of  accommodation  has 
been  largely  removed,  it  will  continue  to  be  quite  impossible  to 
deal  satisfactorily  with  the  numerous  cases  of  overcrowding,  the 
closing  of  insanitary  dwellings  and  the  relief  of  congested  areas. 

The  erection  of  40  houses  in  the  Stocks  Lane  district,  abut¬ 
ting  streets  where  the  paving,  flagging  and  sewering  have  long 
since  been  completed,  has  been  decided  upon  and  will  be  carried 
out  with  all  possible  speed  as  soon  as  sanction  for  them  has  been 
given  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
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Towards  the  close  of  the  year  I  made  representations  to  the 
Housing  Committee  respecting  three  considerable  areas  in  the 
Borough  which,  in  my  opinion,  ought  to  be  dealt  with  by  an 
Improvement  Scheme  for  the  re-arrangement  and  reconstruction 
of  the  streets  and  houses  within  those  areas  or  for  their  replace¬ 
ment  elsewhere,  as  might  be  determined.  This  matter  is  under 
consideration,  but  naturally  from  the  circumstances  associated 
therewith  progress  will  inevitably  be  slow,  and  many  years  will 
elapse  before  such  a  transformation  can  be  effected.

Report  upon  the  work  done  in  his  department. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 

General  Inspection  of  the  District. 

The  general  inspection  of  the  various  premises  within  the 
Borough  has  continued  throughout  the  year  and  the  total  number 
of  visits  made  is  3342.  The  number  of  notices  served  for  the 
removal  of  nuisances  is  547  informal  notices  and  27  statutory 
notices.

I  have  continued  the  house  to  house  inspection  of  the  Borough. 
Full  records  are  made  and  are  readily  available  so  that  when 
the  time  is  more  opportune  several  defective  or  insanitary 
properties  will  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Sanitary  authority. 
As  it  is,  only  really  necessary  and  urgent  alterations  and  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  insisted  upon. 

During  the  year,  375  dwellings  have  been  carefully  inspected 
under  the  Housing  Act.  Besides  these,  53  dwellings  were  inspected, 
and  notices  under  the  Public  Health  Act  were  served  for 
various  repairs  and  alterations. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  have  received  periodical 
visits.  The  premises  on  the  whole  are  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
state  but  it  was  found  necessary  in  three  cases  to  notify  the 
occupiers  of  the  premises  of  certain  defects  which  required 
attention. 

The  Disinfection  Station  has  been  most  serviceable  in  dealing 
with  infected  articles.  18  beds  and  mattresses,  20  pillows  and 
bolsters,  7  blankets  and  2  quilts  and  sheets  have  been  dealt  with. 
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12  Library  books  have  been  brought  away  from  infected 
premises  and  destroyed. 

Moreover  86  premises,  including  the  Elementary  Day  Schools, 
have  been  disinfected  by  fumigation. 

Smoke  observations  have  been  taken  of  .the  chimneys  of  the 
mills  and  factories  within  the  Borough  and  number  35.  The 
number  of  minutes  allowed  per  hour  for  dense  smoke  is  10 ;  this 
was  exceeded  in  3  instances. 

Meat  Inspection. 

During  the  year  two  whole  carcases  of  beef  were  condemned, 
being  badly  affected  with  general  tuberculosis.  Also  the  fore¬ 
quarters  and  all  the  organs  of  a  cow ;  the  flank  and  diaphragm 
of  a  heifer,  and  the  flat  ribs  of  a  cow  were  condemned — these 
parts  and  organs  being  affected  with  tuberculosis. 

The  following  articles  of  food  were  inspected  and  condemned  : 
a  "fluky”  liver.  1  roll  of  bacon,  1  box  and  1  barrel  of  herrings, 
1  box  of  whitings,  1  box  of  headless  cod,  1  large  box  of  plaice, 
6  boxes  of  cod  fillet,  44  lbs.  of  butter  84  lbs.  butter  scrapings 
and  96  bags  of  potatoes. 

There  have  also  been  reported  1  small  pig  which  had  been 
"dressed  ”  (unfit  for  food),  8  bags  of  offal  and  15  bags  of  cow’s 
feet,  all  of  which  alter  inspection  were  sent  to  the  Destructor. 

Three  pigs  and  one  cow  were  slaughtered  on  unlicensed 
premises.  These  were  found  to  be  sound  and  in  good  condition. 

It  has  been  customary  for  some  time  for  wholesale  grocers 
and  others  to  ask  for  inspection  of  unsound  food  on  their  premises. 
The  following  articles  have  been  inspected  and  have  been  re¬ 
moved  and  destroyed : — 725  tins  of  condensed  milk,  54  tins  of 
tongue,  44  tins  of  corned  beef,  50  tins  of  lobster,  36  tins  of 
mutton,  34  tins  of  pears,  67  tins  of  salmon  and  twenty  tins  of 
eggs,  herrings  and  other  articles  of  food. 

It  has  been  found  that  the  butchers  are  always  willing  to 
assist  in  the  inspection  of  meat  and  ready  to  report  any  carcase 
if  there  is  any  suspicion  of  disease. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act. 

46  factories,  78  workshops  and  35  bakehouses  have  been  in¬ 
spected  at  regular  intervals  and  attention  has  been  drawn  in  13 
instances  to  certain  defects  or  irregularities  observed.

Canal  Boats  Report. 

The  inspections  number  g  and  the  condition  of  the  boats  on 
the  whole  appeared  to  be  satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of 
four  infringements  of  the  Acts  and  Regulations.  These  infringe¬ 
ments  were  in  respect  of  2  boats  which  did  not  carry  certificates 
of  registration  and  one  boat  which  was  being  used  as  a  dwelling 
and  was  not  registered. 

Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Inspections. 

Under  the  Swine  Fever  (Regulation  of  Movement)  Order  39 
declaration  forms  and  10  licences  respecting  the  movement  of  store 
pigs,  and  19  Declaration  forms  relating  to  swine  marked  for  slaugh¬ 
ter  have  been  issued.  Also  n  licences  granted  under  Article  4 
of  the  Swine  Fever  (Regulation  of  Movement)  Order  1908  ;  have 
been  received,  respecting  the  movement  of  swine  into  the  Borough 
from  Markets  and  Saleyards. 

A  case  of  Swine  Fever  was  suspected  during  the  year,  a  post¬ 
mortem  examination  was  made  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture’s 
Veterinary  Inspector  who  declared  the  same  to  be  free  from  the 
disease. 

Three  licences  under  the  Animals  (Transit  and  General)  Order 
of  1912  have  been  received,  respecting  animals  moved  into  the 

Borough.
